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Heartfelt tributes have been paid to 
a popular hairdresser who worked 
in Northampton for seven years 
after he was found dead in his 
apartment. 

The body of Ashley Gillard, 31, was 
found in a fourth-floor flat in 
Trevithick Court, Wolverton, at 
11.30pm on Monday night following 
a fire. 

He was discovered after more than 
30 firefighters battled the blaze. It is 
not yet known if Ashley died as a 
result of the fire. 

A murder investigation has since 
been launched by Thames Valley 


Police, and it was announced on 
Tuesday that a 25-year-old man has 
been arrested on suspicion of mur¬ 
der. He is currently in custody. 

Since the discovery of Mr Gillard’s 
body, tributes have been pouring in 
for the self-employed hairstylist 
who had worked at Hairco 2, in 
Wolverton, for the past six months. 

He had previously worked for 
Hensmans in Abington Square, 
Northampton, for seven years. 

fohn, Julie, Gemma, Kelsie and the 
team at Hensmans salons said: “A 
brilliant award winning hairdresser 
Ashley will never be forgotten. He 
will be sadly missed at by all at 
Hensmans salons in Midsummer 
Boulevard and Kettering Road, 


Northampton.” 

Ashley, who last year won a client 
service award and Northampton 
retail award for Hensmans, was 
praised by friends as a ‘brilliant 
hairdresser’ and a ‘kind hearted’ 
man. 

Stevyn Kemp said: “Ashley was my 
best friend, we could spend days 
together and not got sick of each 
other’s company. RIP trouble.” 

Catherine Maguire said: “This is 
terribly sad, I knew Ashley from a 
child as I worked with his family. 
Thoughts and love with them. 

“I haven’t seen him for a few years, 
but he was always fun and kind.” 

A post mortem has been started.

‘Dirty’ chip shop 

A fish and 
chip shop in

‘Dishcloth’ cleans up fuel... 


Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER looks 
into the major clean up operation 
after thousands of litres of fuel 
leaked into a Northants canal 



A major clean up operation is under¬ 
way after thousands of litres of fuel 
leaked into the Grand Union Canal 
in Northamptonshire. 

Firefighters were called to Gayton 
Marina just before 4.15am last 
Saturday where they discovered 
highly inflammable fuel leaking 
from a pipeline directly into the 
water. 

It had been caused by an attempt to 
steal fuel. 

Crews immediately started to try 
and stop it and remove fuel from the 
surface of the water, with help from 
the Environment Agency, the Canal 
and River Trust and specialist con¬ 
tractors. 



The area affected was successfully 
contained to about a 600-metre 
stretch - using floating barriers - 
from the Blisworth Arm, running 
south towards the Ml at 
Rothershorpe. 

Since then, a clean-up operation 
has taken place, which Lee King, a 
spokesperson for the Canal and 
River Trust, explains. 

“We have spent two day skimming 
the petrol off the surface of the 
water, which is very much like hoo¬ 
vering the top of the canal - it takes 
the product off. 

“That is then sent away in tankers 
to be treated. 

“We are now at the stage of the 
operation where we are removing 
the residue that is left. We do that by 
using things that are like big dish¬ 
cloths that soak up oil. A team from 
our contractors are undertaking 
that now.” 

When emergency services first 
arrived on scene to discover the 
leak, ten people had to be evacuated 
and assessed by paramedics. 

The vapour created can cause 
breathing difficulties. 


The evacuees were then placed in 
temporary accommodation by staff 
from Northamptonshire County 
Council’s Emergency Planning 
Service. 

On the day, police also searched all 
150 boats in the immediate area to 
check if anyone else was overlooked. 

Chief Supt Paul Fell, who is leading 
the operation for Northamptonshire 
Police, said: “I’d like to reassure peo¬ 
ple this leak will have no detrimen¬ 
tal effect on fuel supplies in the local 
area. 

“However, this was a criminal act 
which has had very significant envi¬ 
ronmental consequences in that 
stretch of the canal. 

“We are appealing for any witness¬ 
es who may have seen anything sus¬ 
picious in that area during the early 


hours of today to contact us as soon 
as possible on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 111 222.” 

In the latest statement by the 
Environment Agency, a spokesper¬ 
son said: “The fuel leak in Grand 
Union Canal has been contained 
and specialist contractors are cur¬ 
rently on-site carrying out clean-up 
operations. 

“The Environment Agency is help¬ 
ing to advise on the clean-up, and we 
are working with the Canal and 
River Trust to assess and minimise 
the environmental impact of the 
leak. 

“We are also working to support 
Northants Police, who are leading 
on the ongoing investigation.” 

The Grand Union Canal stretches 
for 137 miles with 166 locks.

It never ceases to amaze 
me how many people do 
not listen. I mean listen 
to the words we speak to 
each other. 

The amount of conver¬ 
sations I have had 
recently where I am 
forced to say: “Were you 
listening to what I said?” 

There is a reply which 
includes an inaudible 
mumble followed by the 
ubiquitous steadfast 
answer ‘of course I was.’ 

I follow it up a sentence 
later with: “Well what 
did I say?” Then there is 
silence. It is like they 
have just watched the 
weather forecast on tel¬ 
evision, saw the broad¬ 
cast but nothing, I repeat 
nothing, registered. It all 
happened but they were 
paying no attention. 

It is like the lyrics from 
the Sound of Silence as 
sung by Simon and 
Garfunkel which states: 

“And in the naked light 
I saw, ten thousand peo¬ 
ple, maybe more. People 
talking without speak¬ 
ing, People hearing 
without listening, 
People writing songs 
that voices never share 
And no one dared 
Disturb the sound of 
silence.” 

It is frightening to 
think in the period we 
live, which can be 
dubbed ‘the age of com¬ 
munication’ with multi- 
media access at our fin¬ 
gertips, some are unable 
or simply incapable of 
talking and listening. 


God help us if they were 
ever required by law to 
walk, talk and chew gum 
at the same time! Utter 
chaos would prevail. 

It would appear in this 
golden age for commu¬ 
nication that people are 
becoming inarticulate 
and deaf. Deaf to hear¬ 
ing my words or your 
words. The communica¬ 
tion register does not 
ring anymore. 

It is as though people 
are unable to listen 
properly. When they talk 
they use a language 
which only they can 
understand which they 
believe is hip and cool. 
The trouble is it is nei¬ 
ther and they are using 
words which are way 
past their bedtime. 

The last great commu¬ 
nicator was the 40th 
President of the United 
States, Ronald Reagan 
who said: “In all of that 
time I won a nickname, 
‘The Great Commun¬ 
icator.’ I never thought it 
was my style or the 
words I used that made a 
difference: It was the 
content. I wasn’t a great 
communicator, but I 
communicated great 
things, and they didn’t 
spring full bloom from 
my brow, they came 
from the heart of a 
nation.” 

It seems these princi¬ 
ples of communication 
left town long ago. It’s 
about time we rang 
them up and asked them 
to come back.

£llm drugs 
gang jailed

A Northamptonshire gang who 
hid cocaine and heroin worth 
almost £llm in homes and 
buildings across the East 
Midlands have been jailed for a 
total of 71 years. 

The gang, led by Nicholas 
Riviere, of Rushden, sourced the 
drugs in London from an 
Albanian organised crime group 
who imported the high purity 
cocaine and heroin into the UK. 

Riviere and his associates 
became the subject of an investi¬ 
gation by Northants Police and 
the East Midlands Special 
Operations Unit in July 2013. 

The group, which included sec¬ 
ond-in-command Zachariah 
Lovell, Wellingborough taxi driv¬ 
er Stuart Hart, Nathan Edghill 
and Nicholas Ovens, operated 
across the UK. 

Hart used his taxi to transport 
and distribute the drugs, and to 
avoid the attention of police, and 
also found a garage on Palk Road, 
in Wellingborough, to store them. 

Edghill helped move both cash 
and drugs, while Ovens managed 
a smaller scale drugs distribution 
network and was supplied by 
Hart. 

Their illegal enterprise began to 
fall apart in May 2014 when seven 
members of the Albanian gang 
were arrested by the Metropolitan 
Police as they completed an 
importation into the country. 
Officers recovered 40kg of 
cocaine and 8kg of heroin. 

The following month, Riviere, 


Lovell and Hart were seen to 
attend a clandestine meeting in 
the Vauxhall area of London. 
There they met with Marco 
Varone and Fred Carvalho, who 
acted as wholesale suppliers of 
controlled drugs in the London 
area. 

A little while after leaving the 
meeting, Hart was stopped by 
police and found in possession of 
lkg of high purity cocaine. A war¬ 
rant was executed at the garage 
on Palk Road where four bank 
safes were discovered, contain¬ 
ing 2kg of cocaine, 1.5kg of hero¬ 
in, 115kg of cutting agents and 
£34,000 in cash. 

Another search was conducted 
at Hart’s partner’s home, in Weir 
Close, Wellingborough, and a fur¬ 
ther £107,000 in cash was found 
by officers. 

A total of 18 people linked to the 
investigation were subsequently 
arrested in Leicester, High 
Wycombe and 

Northamptonshire. Searches of 
21 premises resulted in further 
discoveries of cocaine, heroin 
and £70,000 in cash. 

The street value of drugs seized 
during the operation were esti¬ 
mated at £10.5m worth of cocaine 
and £343,000 of heroin. 

Last Thursday, Riviere was 
handed 14 years and eight months 
in prison for conspiracy to supply 
cocaine and Lovell was given the 
same. 

The other defendants - all from 
addresses in Wellingborough and 
London - had roles in delivering 
and preparing drugs and all 
received sentences of over six 
years.

calls and emails last 
year. 

The case had been 
poised to go to trial in 
August, but the Crown 
Prosecution Service 
has now dropped the 
case due to insuffi¬ 
cient evidence.

the key 

H&P Editor Steve

Martin seems to be enjoying getting me 
ready for the 100 mile bike ride I have 
signed up for at the end of the month. 

He thinks I should be up to it physically if 
we can get my ‘conditioning’ where it 
needs to be. 

Our sessions at The Mounts gym in 
Northampton now invariably include a bit 
of bike work and other thigh targeted exer¬ 
cises. 

There’s a fair amount of getting me used 
to overcoming the pain. 

There’s no doubt, based on the little 
training rides I have been undertaking 
every chance I get, that there is going to be 
pain. 

At the weekend I spent a couple of hours 
clocking up something like 28 miles of 
cycling. 

I applied chamois cream (a soothing 
treatment designed to prevent chafing 
that essentially started life as something 
farmers used on cows’ udders) and had 
three layers of padding in place.

Lord Spencer’s family name 
passes back to wealthy sheep 
farmers; and in modern- 
times, the Spencer name has 
indisputably become associ¬ 
ated with the British Royal 
Family. 

Lord Spencer acknowledged 
that visiting Althorp as a 
child, before inheriting the 
property age 27, encouraged 
him to study Modern History 
at Oxford University after 
Eton. 

“History always been my 
passion ever since I was a 
small boy and a lot of that was 
to do with growing up in a 
house like Althorp; there 
were 640 portraits hanging 
there and of course a lot of 
them are figures from history. 
I learnt a lot of my love for his¬ 
tory by learning about the 
characters in their frames,” 
he says. 

“I feel incredibly lucky to 
have a custodianship of that 
house entrusted to me and at 
the same time, as a historian, 
it’s a double joy as I can relate 
to each room and each char¬ 
acter in each room as a part of 
history.” 

Lord Spencer’s latest book, 
Killers of the King, focuses of 
the aftermath of the English 
Civil War, and the trial and 
beheading of Charles I - and 
how when his son, King 
Charles II took to the throne a 
decade later, there followed a 
gruesome retribution for 
those that signed the death 
warrant. 

The avid historian explains 
he stumbled upon this story 
by chance. 

“About four years ago I was 
on a very obscure website 
called executedtoday.com - I 
have no idea why I was on it, 
but there you go. It told me 
that I was looking at this web¬ 
site exactly 350 years after the 
death of a man called John 
Okey.” Okey’s name was 
already familiar to Lord 
Spencer from his previous 
work, but the site noted that 
Okey had been put to death 
for being a killer of the king. “I 
thought, goodness, I had no 
idea he was involved in that. 
And it set me thinking: who 
else, apart from obviously 
Oliver Cromwell, was 
involved in the death of 
Charles I? My book really 
became a detective novel, 
finding out who these men 
were; they either prosecuted, 
signed the death warrant, or 
were actually involved in the 
beheading of Charles I. Who 
they were, why they did it, 
what happened to them.” 

Lord Spencer’s rigorous 
research unearthed expected 
shades of grey within the 
English Civil War. “I went in 
thinking I would feel very 
sorry for Charles I, because I 
knew the trial that led to his 


death was found to be unjust. 
But the more I did my 
research, the more I saw what 
the men who condemned the 
King to death were really 
thinking. 

“The English Civil War 
remained the bloodiest con¬ 
flict we’ve been involved in, 
even more than the First 
World War. People had begun 
to really see Charles I as per¬ 
sonally responsible for all 
these problems. They actual¬ 
ly liked him as a man but 
thought that, because he was 
so untrustworthy and could 
never be relied on to see to his 
word, the only way was to kill 
him. I remained very sympa¬ 
thetic to Charles I as a man 
because he was very likeable; 
a decent father and husband, 
an interesting figure and a 
great collector of art, but as a 
king I found he was appall¬ 
ingly bad. I understood why 
they wanted to kill him.” 

Lord Spencer is able to 
humanise these characters of 
the past, bringing them to 
life. 

“With Oliver Cromwell, I 
obviously had to deal with 
him as this great general and 
politician, but I discovered he 
was quite an odd man. I can’t 
think of a more serious 
moment in a man’s life than 
going to sign the death war¬ 
rant of the King, but we have 
an eye witness account of 
Cromwell in a state of hyste¬ 
ria running round flicking 
ink at other people signing 
and behaving in the most 
bizarre way - I found that 
really intriguing. History to 
me is about people watching. 
Seeing how Charles I reacted 
on the scaffold knowing he 
was going to die, or learning 
that Oliver Cromwell had this 
quite unusual side to his per¬ 
sonality, that’s what I enjoyed 
sharing with the reader.” 

Lord Spencer will be bring¬ 
ing his Sunday Times best¬ 
selling history, Killers of the 

King, book to the twelfth 
Althorp Literary Festival this 
June, held within the grounds 


and halls of his grandiose 
ancestral home. “I love the 
literary festival and think it’s 
very unusual. I’ve spoken at 
85 literary events since my 
book came out and although 
a lot of them are enjoyable for 
the author, I think at Althorp 
we really do look after each 
author to the best of our abili¬ 
ties.” The festival boasts an 
eclectic mix of authors and 
uniquely, all of the authors 
and their spouses or partners 
are invited to stay with Lord 
Spencer. “It is a very causal 
and enjoyable way to meet 
fellow authors and a lot of the 
people we invite are just real¬ 
ly interesting in their own 
field. This year we have the 
former head of Nato, Alan 
Johnson who is one of media 
figures for the Labour party, 
Julian Fellowes, writer of 
Downton Abbey , Alan 
Titchmarsh, gardener and 
novelist...” 

The literary festival’s gor¬ 
geous, historic setting feeds 
into the atmosphere of 
Althorp. 

And while the author is fas¬ 
cinated with our British past, 
Lord Spencer says he would 
rather stay in the present day 
than step into a time machine. 
“I’d rather not go back to the 
Civil War because it was such 
a bloodbath - 5% of English 
people died in it. I love look¬ 
ing back at history but one of 
the lessons you learn from it 
is that we live in a pretty civi¬ 
lised age, comparatively,” he 
remarks. “There’s the old cli¬ 
che, but medicine is pretty 
good now, human rights are a 
lot better generally - though 
there are still horrendous 
abuses of that. I’m very happy 
living in the 21st century 
looking back at history.”

Vauxhall’s have revealed images 
of the all-new seventh-generation 
Astra, which will reach produc¬ 
tion later this year at the compa¬ 
ny’s Ellesmere Port manufactur¬ 
ing plant in Cheshire. 

Based on an all-new lightweight 
vehicle architecture with a new 
design, powertrains and technol¬ 
ogy, Astra will receive its world 
premiere at the 2015 Frankfurt 
Motor Show (September 17-27).

Jaguar XF 

Take a look inside ... 


Jaguar’s XF is back. If you 
thought the Big Three German 
brands had the executive car 
sector sewn up, think again. 
Lighter, more spacious, better 
looking and a whole lot more 
efficient, the XF range throws 
down one enormous gauntlet. 

Stay with us here. The XF 
range hinges around 2.0-litre 
diesel four-cylinder engines and 
while that doesn’t sound too 
exciting, it’s where the big sales 
are. These engines are offered 
in 163 and 180PS guises and 
are built around the company’s 
latest aluminium architecture, 
which it calls ‘Ingenium’. Shared 
with the smaller XE, these 
engines are backed up by a 
300PS twin-turbocharged 
3.0-litre diesel V6 and a 380PS 
supercharged 3.0-litre petrol 
V6. The diesel cranks out 
700Nm and can rocket to 
62mph in just 5.8 seconds. The 
180PS four-cylinder diesel takes 
8 seconds to get to 62mph and 
runs out of steam at I 36mph. 
The petrol engine has been 
purloined from the F-TYPE 
sportster and is reserved 
exclusively for the racy XF S. 
Matched to an eight-speed 
automatic transmission, this 


model is capable of covering the 
0-62mph sprint in 5.1 seconds 
on its way to an electronically- 
limited 

maximum speed of 155mph. 

The styling of the XF has 
been subtly massaged to give 
it a more purposeful look. The 
curves have been retained but 
they now look more muscular. 

The interior has come in for a 
rethink and Jaguar has worked 
to retain the same strong 
horizontal lines of the original 
XF fascia but render them in 
higher quality materials with a 
more mature design ethos. 

The XF was beginning to 
feel its age in the face of some 
formidable rivals, and nothing 
less than a ground-up redesign 
was going to cut it. What’s so 
masterful about this true 
second generation XF is how 
cannily Jaguar have kept and 
built upon the good bits and 
been realistic about where the 
old car’s weaknesses were. 

Now you really can have a 
beautiful executive class car, 
with a great reliability record 
that looks a million pounds, is 
built in Britain and sips fuel like 
a supermini. These truly are 
amazing times.

Willey backed to make an 
impact against the Kiwis

Former England captain Paul 
Collingwood believes the inclu¬ 
sion of David Willey for this 
month’s Royal London ODI series 
could shake up the squad in time 
for Trevor Bayliss’ arrival. 

The Northants all-rounder is 
part of a youthful one-day squad 
that is likely to see a host of play¬ 
ers make their England debuts 
against New Zealand. 

Willey himself has just one cap 
so far - in last month’s rain-aban¬ 
doned clash with Ireland - and he 
will be eager to impress with new 
England boss Bayliss taking over 
in time for the Ashes. 

He was left out of the opening 
game of the five match series on 
Tuesday - which saw England 
hammer the Kiwis by a whopping 
210 runs at Edgbaston after their 
highest ever ODI total of 408-9 - 
but Collingwood has still backed 
him to make an impression. 

The 25-year-old has already hit 
two first-class centuries this sea¬ 
son although Collingwood, 
another accomplished all-round¬ 
er, thinks it is his bowling which 
could well prove to be his stand¬ 
out feature. 

“He’s different, he’s a left-arm 
seamer which we haven’t got a lot 
of going around the county scene 
at the moment,” said Collingwood, 
speaking as he launched Royal 
London’s summer of cricket. 

“He can also hit a ball extremely 
hard which in the one-day form of 
the game is pretty crucial. 

“These guys have got opportuni¬ 


ties, it’s great to see them in there 
and now they’ve got the chance to 
show the world, and certainly 
England, what they can do.” 

England veterans Ian Bell, Stuart 
Broad and Jimmy Anderson have 
all made way for the new look ODI 
side, with all-rounder Moeen Ali 
also dropped from the squad in 
order to revive his red-ball cricket 
form with Worcestershire. 

In their absence Willey and com¬ 
pany have been told to ‘go out and 
express their skills’ by interim 
head coach Paul Farbrace - some¬ 


thing they certainly showed in the 
opening game. Collingwood, who 
captained England to World T20 
success in 2010, admits an ice- 
cool mentality will be key. 

“With players who are naturally 
attacking and aggressive, you’re 
always going to get dips in form 
and a run of scores that you’ll be 
disappointed in,” he added. 

“It’s finding that balance 
between giving yourself a chance 
and going out to express yourself 
from ball one. 

“The best players in the world at 


the moment are the ones who are 
literally going out there and not 
thinking about the consequences, 
it’s as if they’re going out there for 
a backyard game of cricket.” 

The second ODI of the series takes 
place at The Oval tomorrow [Friday] 
before further games at 
Southampton, Nottingham and 
Chester-le-Street.

Levi says century repaid Northants’ faith in him

Essex (276 all out & 506-9) draw with 
Northamptonshire (444 all out & 115-3) 

Richard Levi said his first County Championship 
century repaid some of the faith shown in him 
by Northamptonshire. 

The South African batsman hit a first innings 
168 against Essex in a clash which ended as a 
draw yesterday at Wantage Road. 

It was a particularly pleasing innings for the 
27-year-old after he was dropped for the last 
three County Championship matches. 

“Any time you score a 100 is great but today, 
being the first one for the club, it’s repaid a bit of 
faith they’ve had in me,” said Levi, who also fin¬ 
ished unbeaten on 53 in Northants’ second 
innings as they batted for a draw. 

“Considering I’ve come back into the side hav¬ 
ing missed three games, it was good to get a big 
score. 

“It was a bit of a work in progress, four day stuff 
has not been my forte over the years but I’ve 
done a bit of work behind the scenes and it 


seems to be coming off.” 

Levi’s innings put Northamptonshire in a 
strong position as they closed on 444 all out after 
they had earlier dismissed Essex for just 276, 
with Rory Kleinveldt and Rob Keogh both help¬ 
ing themselves to three wickets each. 

That gave them a more than useful first innings 
lead of 168 runs but Essex hit back in fine style 
the second time around and eventually declared 
on 506-9 before tea on the final day yesterday, 
leaving Northamptonshire with an unlikely 
chase of 339 from 42 overs. 

Tom Westley led the fightback with a magnifi¬ 
cent 179 while Jesse Ryder also made it into three 
figures, posting 124 as Essex posted their high¬ 
est second innings score in 13 years. 

Kleinveldt again had success with the ball as he 
took five wickets, although these came at the 
cost of 138 runs in the visitors’ mammoth total. 

Northamptonshire claimed eight bonus points 
from the draw and are fifth in Division Two, hav¬ 
ing now drawn five of their seven matches in red 
ball cricket this term. 

Their next outing in the four day game will be 
at home to Kent, with the match due to get 
started at Wantage Road on June 20. 
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Foden’s not giving up on 
his World Cup ambitions

Injury may have robbed Ben 
Foden of a place in England's 
training squad but the 
Northampton Saints full-back is 
adamant his World Cup dream is 
far from over. 

Last month England head coach 
Stuart Lancaster named 50 men to 
participate in pre-World Cup 
training camps, but Foden’s name 
was omitted after he suffered a 
season-ending knee injury back in 
January. 

The 29-year-old, who has 34 
international caps to his name, is 
now focused on regaining full fit¬ 
ness and forcing his way into 
Lancaster’s plans before the final 


31-man squad is announced on 
August 31. 

And while he concedes that the 
situation is less than ideal, Foden 
claims he won’t lack for motiva¬ 
tion in trying to reach the home 
World Cup, which begins on 
September 18 with England host¬ 
ing Fiji at Twickenham. 

“It is very frustrating but I’ve had 
contact with both Lancaster and 
[backs coach] Andy Farrell and 
they’ve told me that I’m in their 
thoughts,” said Foden, who last 
played for England in November 
2013. 

“If I can get myself right and fit 
then I’ll be called into the squad 
and that’s great for someone like 
me to hear. 

“It’s disappointing to pick up an 
injury but having something to 
aim at will inspire me and encour¬ 


age me to get my body and mind 
right. 

“If that’s just in the training 
squad, then I’ll help in any way I 
can but if I can get in the 31-man 
World Cup group then even better 
and I’ll put myself in the best pos¬ 
sible position to do that.” 

Meanwhile, Foden has praised 
Saints skipper Dylan Hartley who 
was removed from the training 
squad after receiving a four week 
ban for headbutting Saracens’ 
Jamie George in Northampton’s 
Premiership semi-final defeat. 

The hooker has now been 
banned for over ayear of his career 
following the latest misdemean¬ 
our and is unlikely to play any part 
for England. 

“Dylan is one of those guys that, 
when he’s in your team, is a great 
leader,” said Foden. 


“You really get behind him. He’s 
the first one to fire in there and is 
very passionate about the game. 

“From an outsider’s point of view 
he is the one that is villainised and 
who everybody tries to rile up and 
get in the face of. 

“But I think he has shown a lot of 
maturity over the years and really 
grown as a player. 

“He’s been instrumental in what 
we’ve achieved at Northampton 
over the past couple of years.”
